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TROUBLE IN BRAZIL, 


INSURGENTS SHOT DOWN BY SOLDIERS AT 
RIO DE JANEIRO. | 
One Hündred of the Anti-Republicans Re- 
ported Killed—Explorer Stanley and His 
Party at Cairo—Death of Ear! Cairns— 
The O’Shean Divorce Case—Attack on the 
British Consulate at Oporto. 


NEw Tonk. Jan. M4.—Capt. Grimes of the 
steamer Herschel, from Rio Janeiro, which ar- 
rived to-day, gives news of an encounter be- 
tween soldiers in that city. It seems that on 
December 18 it was discovered that a part of 
the army, about two hundred men in number, 
was opposed to the Republic and strongly 
tavored the monarchy. The provisional gov- 
ernment sent a company of artillery to arrest 
the insurgents. They opened fire on the de- 
serters, and it was reported that over one 
hundred of them was killed. 


Stanley at Cairo. 


Camo, Jan. 14.—Henry M. Stanley and his 
party did not stop over at Suez, as it was re- 
ported they would, but proceeded for this 
city, where they arrived this morning. They 


were greeted upon their arrival here by Gen. 
Sir Francis D. Greenfell, -General Commander 
of the Egyptian troops, and Sir Evelyan Bar- 
ing, the British Consul- General.

England.

BETRAYED AND DESERTED. 


The Attempt at Suicide of Bertha Ander- 
son, an Actress. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Diararor. 

NEw YorE, Jan. 14.—Noticeable among the 
large batch of prisoners who sat in the box at 
the Yorkville Police Court, yesterday, was a 
pale faced but prepossessing young woman, 
who wept bitterly when she was placed at the 
bar. She was Bertha Anderson, the actress, 
who Sunday evening sought to end her 
life by jumping into the East River from 


the plier at the foot of Sixty-second 
street. Her attempt was frustrated by Police- 
man Smith, who noticed the young woman 
acting strangely on Avenue A and followed 
her. He managed to get quite close to her 
unobserved and justas she was about to take 
the fatal plunge grasped her around the 
waist. She struggzied to free herself and 
begged to be allowed to jump into the water. 
Smith almost had to carry her bodily to the 
station -house, where she —— all night in her 
cell. The girl told ustice Ford that 
she was an actress and the last en- 
gagement she had was with the London 
Gaiety Co. Shesaid she had been betrayed 
a a prominent lawyer and that after the 
birth of her child, about three months ago, 
her betrayer had thrown her off and would do 
nothing for her. She said she had been forced 
to live a life of shame for a month past to get 
enough to eat for her baby and herself and 
that she bad become 80 disgusted witb such a 
life thatshe determined to commit suicide. 
The Justice listened to her pleadings and dis- 
charged her. The girl told a reporter that 
she would make one more attemptto reach 
the heart of her betrayer and if he refused 
her she would either secure the aid of the law 
to bring him to terms or take her life.

OUT IN THE COLD WORLD. 


Two Unfortunate Families Ejected From 
Unsafe Dwellings on Collins Street 


An eviction which brought to light some of 
the dark side of city life occurred yesterday 
afternoon. On the east side of Collins street, 
just north of Biddle street, two dwellings 
stand on an eminence probably fifteen feet 
above the street. Nearly all the mortar jas 
fallen from between the bricks, and there is 
not a window left in either house. There is just 


enough dry cracked paint in the bricks to 
show that at some remote period the building 
had once felt the painter’s brush. The two 
dwellings compose really one building, being 
adouble house, and if the structure were a 
thousand years old it could scarcely possess 
more evidences of old age and decay. Yet 
the two dwellings, which afford scarcely any 
protection from the elements, have 
been occupied constantly by ten- 
ante. For two years or more no 
rental has been charged the people living 
there. Recently the autboritiés bave made 
frequent complaints to Messrs. Meagher & 
Nagle. the agents for the property that the 
buildings were unsafe and to avo d accident 
in which lives might be lost the nts con- 
cluded to put out the occupants ef the houses. 
They brought suit against the people in the 
dweliings for $2 a month or $% in 
all, and on the 9th inst. obtained 
udgment in Justice Manning’s Oourt. 
esterday was the fifth and last day which 
Constable Miles had to execute the judgment, 
and he then ejected the ants. hen the 
judgment was obtained the weather was very 
mild, but it changed and was decidedly cold 
when Constable Manning moved the little 
traps of the people into the street yesterday. 
All the tenants had vacated the premises ex- 
cept two, Mrs. Mary King, alias Kane, and 
Mrs. Maggie O'Toole, alias Haney. They and 
their chiluren were ejected. Last night they 
slept in the street with their miserable furni- 
ture, which is not worth $ all told. They 
presenta pitiable sight, although attending 
circumstances do not recommend the case as 
one worthy the assistance of the charitable.

AN INTRUDER’S FATE. 


Lula Ray Kills a Midnight Caller at Her 
House. 


Dawson, Ga., Jan. 14.—Miss Lulu Ray, a 
pretty woman residing in the outskirts of the 
city, shot and instantly killed H. A. Suggs of 
this county between 11 and 12 o’clock Thurs- 
day night. She surrendered to Sheriff 
Thornton early Friday morning, confessed 


the crime and was placed in jail. At II o’clock 
yesterday morning Judge Stalham, with a 
urv of eighteen men, held an inquest on the 
ody, resulting ma verdictof involuntary 
manslaughter. In hersworn statement Miss 
Ray said that Suggs came to her door about 11 
o’clock at night drunk and demanded 
admittance, which she refused. He con- 
tinued to knock on the door and 
curse her for“ nearly half an bour. 
At last she picked up a pistol from: the bureau 
and shot at the door to frighten him away. 
When she looked out through the door she 
saw that he was dead. She ran out at the 
back door and through the fleld to a neigh- 
bor’s house, about a quarter of a mile away, 
and told what she had done. She spent the 
remainder of the t there, and in the 
morning delivered herself up. Miss Ray 
waived preliminary trial and gave bond for 
her appearance to-day. Mr. Suggs was a 
middle aged man, with la wife and six chil- 
dren, some of them grown and married. 


TWO STREET RAILROADS. 


The Central & Western and the Lindell 
Railway Bills in the Council, 


The Council has two very complicated mat- 
ters before it for settlement, which will prob- 
ably give the members some pretty close cal- 
culating to do. One is the Lindell 
extension and change of motive power 
bill, and the other is tife Central & 


Western Cable and Electric road Dill. 
There has been a good aeal of oppositition to 
botb measures, coming mostly from residents 
and property holders along the cohtemplated 
routes of both lines, but after a good deal of 
shuffling and fixing matters have been so ar- 
ranged that only one or two difficult points 
remain to get over. 

On the Central & Western line the 
property holders east of Taylor ave- 
nue are objecting: They now have 
a double track steam road running in 
the alley back of their houses and are oppos- 
ing the admission ofan electric road of the 
same company along the front of their houses 
on Morgan street. On the Lindell bill a strong 
opposition is being organized to the electric 
overhead system on Finney avenue, from 
Grand avenue to Vandeventer avenue. 

The Lindell bill has deen reported with 
amendments by the Committee on Railroads 
of the Coudcil, but the Central & Western bill 
is still in their hands, 


A New Bridge on Broadway. 


The Board of Public Improvements held a 
regular meeting this morning at 10 o'clock. A 
number of unimportant matters ot a routine 
nature were disposed of. Two mules at the 
Work-house were condemned as useless. The 
only important measure disposed of was the 
adoption of an ordinance providing for the 
entire reconstruction of the bridge on Broad 
way, across the River des Peres, which was 
8 ere a week or ten days ago.

Sr. Paul, Minn., Jan. 14.—A genuine Dbliz- 
zard, the first of the season, raged over the 
Northwest, the whole of Sunday and part of 
yesterday, knocking out telegraph wires, de- 


laying all trains and retarding the operations 
of loggersin the pineries. Dispatches from 
principal points In the Dakotas, Montana and 
as far west as Spokane Falls, Wash. 
are to the effect that on the average 
the snow fell about ten inches on the 
level and drifted badly owing to the 
strong winds, approaching a _ hurricane, 
which prevailed. Among the railroads a vast 
difference in the effects of the storm is found. 
The Manitoba, Northern Pacific and the North- 
ern Wisconsin division of the Omaha all re- 
port littie drifting. The Sioux City or South- 
ern division of the Omaha is suffering from 
unusual drifts. The river division of the Mil- 
waukee was not affected, but the lowa & 
Minnesota and Hastings & Dakota divisions 
are badly drifted. Tbe Minneapolis & St. 
Louis and the Kansas City, too, are somewhat 
covered up, the former rather worse than the 
latter. The worse drifting, howeyer, appears 
to be on those lines running through Northern 
Iowa ang Southwest Minnesota.

In fact it 
was bulletined in sevcral places, 
and Capt. Harlow received the 
congratulations of his friends on his promo- 
tion, It was reported from Washington late 


Maj. John B. Harlow. 
last night that the fight had narrowed down 
to Bainand Harlow, with the probabilities 
in favor of the latter. When the ru- 
mors became current they therefore received 
general credence, although they were notcon- 
firmed. It was not until 3 o’clock, 
when the nominations made by the 
President were received by telegraph, that 
a doubt of the authenticity of the news began 
to be entertained. The list of appointees in- 
cluded several postmasters, but Capt. Har- 
low’s name did not appear. 
FAVORED HARLOW. 
Mr. Joseph B. McCullagh, editor of the 
lobe - Democrat, when spoken to in reference 
to Capt. Harlow’s appointment, said: 1 
fs exactly what 1 ad expected. Last 
‘mnighPubout 12 o’clock I received a telegram 
from one of our Congressmen running as fol- 
lows:

He was promoted to be head 
clerk in 1868, and in 1870 was 
made assistant to the chief clerk 
of the Chicago & Buffalo Railway Post office, 
The next year he was made cnief clerk with 
headquarters in St. Louis and in May 1878 the 
office of Superintendent of Mails having been 
created in the St. Louis Post-officg, Mr. Har- 
low was appointed to the piace. 

The efficiency of this department of the local 
office has never been questioned. It 
has for years been in advance 
of eve office in the country. 
Mr. Harlow’s practical knowledge has enabled 
him to make many improvements unknown 
elsewhere. He le athorough believer in the 
selection and promotion of clerks according 
to efficiency, and has a system of examina- 
tions to ascertain efficiency. . 

HE IS A CIVIL SERVICE REFORMER. 

His examinations are practical. There is 
rapid reading of poortype or pen written ad- 
dresses and distribution of mail matter. He has 
a numberof wooden bloca maps of States, 
each block being a county. Clerks are re- 
quired to work with these blocks until they 
are so familiar with them that they can put 
the State together without a moment’s hesi- 
tation. Inthis way they not only become ac- 
quainted with the location of the connties but 
of the towns in the counties and the lines of 
railway through the State. The study which the 
examinations compel on the clerks gives 
them such thorough knowledge of the loca- 
tion of all offices that the distrbution of mail 
matter is rapid and correct. 

To facilitate distribution Mr. Harlow in- 
vented a rack consisting of three sets of 

igeon-holes, set at such angles that every 
Sale is within easy reach of the distributor’s 
hand. 

A MORE IMPORTANT INVENTION 

is also to facilitate distribution.. It consists 
of a table, the top of which turns on a pivot, 
and a series of frames on which mall bags are 
hung, and which make a circle around the 
table. The mall matter is thrown upon the 
table, from which it is taken by the dis- 
tributor and thrown into the sacks on 
the frames. When the time for 
the closing of the mall for any railway 
arrives the frameon which the sacks have 
been hung is rolled away from the table, the 
sacks are stripped from the frame, locked and 
sent to the depot. This device saves a great 
amount ot time formerly wasted, lessens the 
work, increases the speed of handling mail 
matter and requires less space than the same 
work formerly had in the office. Mr. Harlow 
bas also invented a reversible distributing 
rack for railway post-offices. 

All of his inventions are used in the postal 
service without compensation to him. He 
did not patent any of them, but permitted 
them to be copied without protest. He sets 
little value upon them, though the evidence 
of their value is apparent to all around him.

THE STATE COMMITTEE. 


TWO SESSIONS HELD TO-DAY AT THE 
° LACLEDE HOTEL 


Has the Tariff Reform Club Plan Provoked 
a Row?—An Early Convention Advo- 
cated—Dick Love, a Candidate for Kail- 
road Commissioner, Thinks the Demo- 
cratic Nominees Will Have to Hustle. 


The State Democratic Committee met this 
morning at the Laciéde Hotel. Chairman 
Maffitt presided and there was a full represen- 
tation, except from the Highth. District. Mr. 
J. OC. Carroll ofthe First District, Mr. J. B. 
Thomas ofthe Seventh and J. D. Tolson of 
the Sixth were represented by proxy. Mayor 
Noonan was not present and had no repre- 
sentative in attendance. The whole 
morning session of the committee 
was taken up in a discussion of 
tue tariff reform club plan. There 
is something mysterious about this discussion 
and it is probable that a good deal which has 
been said on the subject inthe committee 
would not do to give out. At the last meeting 
of the committee tne plan of organizing tariff 
reform clubs under the auspices of the com- 
mittee was proposed by Capt. Joseph Brown. 
In Capt. Brown’s statement of his plan the 
proposed clubs were designated simply 
as tariff reform clubs. Nowhere did 
the word Democratic appear. This 
omission led, it was stated, to an address ofa 
somewhat stormy character from Waller 
Young of St. Joseph, who held a proxy. He 
said that an effort was being made to disguise 
the old Democratic party undera new name, 
„»The Tariff Reform party, and he for one 
did notapprove of any attempt to tie the 
party down to any one idea. It 
was all well enough to have 
clups whose principal purpose should be the 
promotion of the idea of tariff reform, but 
they ought to be called Democratic tariff re- 
form clubs, thus showing that they werea 
part of the old party. The impression should 
not be given out thatthe old party was being 
completely bound by the new idea. He 
went on in this strain, and somehow 
the impression got abroad that he had at- 
tempted to discourage the idea of organizing 
tariff reform clubs. It has been stated that 
at the meeting to-day an attempt would be 
made to reconsider the committee’s former 
actionin adopting Oapt. Joe Brown’s plan, 
and much outside interest was, on this oc- 
count, manifested in the session. 

‘*'IS THERE A ROW?“ 

The committee met at 11 o’clock, and re- 
mained in session for a little over an hour. 
When the members had come down and were 
asked what had been accomplished, they said 
that nothing had been done. When asked 
how the hour had been spent, the answer was 


given that it had been devoted to a discussion 
of the tariff reform club plan. 

Ohairman Maffitt was seen, and when asked 
whether there was anytrntb in the report 
that there was a sentiment in the committee 
against tariff reform clubs, sald that there 
was not. He was told of the impression 
abroad and the question put to him: 

Was there not a fight on the suggestion of 
Mr. Waller Young that the clubs to be organ- 
ized be called Democratic Tariff Reform 
Clube?’’ 

‘*The truth of the matter 16, he replied, 
„the suggestion was adopted.

REBUILDING THE RUINS. 


WORK OF REPAIRING THE DAMAGE DONE 
BY THE STORM LAST SUNDAY. 


Bricklayers. Carpenters and Others Busily 
Engaged in Reconstructing the Wrecked 
Buildings—There Will be No Delays on 
Account of Bad Weather—Funeral This 
Afternoon of the Victims of the Cyclone 
—The Wires. 


The city is rapidly recovering from the ef- 
fects of Sunday’s disastrous tornado. Scarcely 
bad the sun arose yesterday when men were 
set to work clearing away the debris 
and repairing damaged structures. Many 
a mechanic uttered the old proverb: 
“It is an ill wind. that blows 
nobody good,’’ as he set out yesterday morn- 
ing in search of employment at someof the 
wrecked buildings. The* proverb was never 
more truthfully applied, as the damage done 
by the storm has given employment to many 
a brickiayer, carpenter and other building 
mechanics. Itis estimated that the damage 
done in St. Louis by the wind amounted to oyer 
$250,000 and the work of repairing this will 
all be done by that classof artisans who 
usually remain idie the greater part of the 
winter because cold weather is unfavorable to 
building. Repairs are necessary, however, 
on the dwellings, stores, churches and other 
bulldings damaged by the storm, and there is 

NO POSTPONING THE WORK 
until spring, as isthe case with new buildings. 
It is work which must be done imme- 
diately, and the more unfavorable the 
weather for repairs the greater the need for 
them. Because it is too cold to build a wall 
to best advantage, a man cannot permit his 
house to stand all winter with one side of it 
gone, leaving it exposed to the snow, rain 
and all the worst elements peculiar to this 
period of the year. Men whose buildings 
were damaged were just as anxious to secure 


mechanics and laborers to repair 
them as the mecbanics and lab- 
orers were to secure the work. 

CLEARING AWAY THE DEBRIS. 

Of course the first work to be done was the 
clearing away of the debris. Asarule this 
did not occupy much time, except ina few 
instances where whole sides of buildings had 
been torn down by the wind and the yards 
and sidewaiks filled with masses of brick, 
mortar and lumder. In such instances 
men and teams were occupied the 
entire day in clearing away the 
ruins before the work of repair could be com- 
merced. In every instance, however, as soon 
asthe debris was removed bricklayers and 
carpenters were setto work. They followed 
right on the heels of the laborers, and in a 
few days there will be scarcely anything left 
to show that the city had ever been visited by 
acycione. About the only-evidence on most 
buildings will be the new patches in old walls 
— a few little tell-tale evidences of that 

nd.

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A CANADIAN MEASURE FOR THE ENCOUR- 
AGEMENT OF LEGITIMATE FECUNDITY. 


The Ministerial Bill Granting a Free Home- 
stead of 100 Acres to Every Living 


Family of Twelve Children of the Same: 


Father and Mother—How Members of 
Parliament Regard the scheme.

UTTAWA, Ontario, Jan. 14.—The joke of 
the seseion in the Provincial Parliament fs 
the ministerial measure foreshadowed in the 
speech from the throne giying a free home- 
stead of 100 acres to every living family of 
twelve children of the same father and 
mother. Families of twelve and over are by 
no meass scarce among the French-Canadian 
population of Oanada, especially inthe rural 
districts, but the merriment created by the 
proposition of the Government proceeds from 
its official recognition and proposed en- 
couragement of legitimate fecundity. 
The bill has not, as yet, been discussed K- 
cept in a moderate way, but when brought 
down in detail its provisions will doubtiess be 
subjected toa more or less humorous critt- 
cism. One honorable gentleman, disc g 
the proposed reward of domestic prolifieacy, 
complained of its inefficiency. A hundred 
acres of land, often worth but 30 cents an 
acre, is not, in the opinion of some Canadian 
legislators, asufficient inducement to a com- 
pliance with the requisite conditions of fecun- 
dity. Mr. Taillon, chief of the opposition, 
suggested that a proportionate fraction of the 
grant should be given for every child over 
twelve in the same family, and itis under- 
stood that the Government will take the pro- 


posal 
INTO SERIOUS CONSIDERATION. 


There would appear to be some force in the 
proposition that If fruitfulness and multipli- 
cation of this kind Is to receive State recogni- 
tion at all itis not reasonabie that the grant 
to families of say thirty or forty children 
should de the same as that given to compara- 
tively small families of twelve or thirteen. 
Your correspondent has endeavored to arrive 
at an approximate number of the families in 
this province eligible for free homesteads 
under the new measure, but there are no sta- 
tistics ofthe kind to fall back upon. The 
Hon. Joan Blanchet, ex-Secretary of the 
province, informed your correspondent that 
there are at least 200 such cases in his county, 
Beauoe, and the provinoe contains 
sixty-five counties. A well-known statesman, 
who was discussing the matter over the

such cases could be found. Paul De Casees, 
Premier Mercier’s brother-in-law, and famous 
as a statistician, considers this estimate as 
twice too high, and Col. Rhodes, Minister of 
Agricuiture, and author of the bill, has no 
statistics bearing upon the matter. 

To what extent Canadians are fruitful and 
multiply and replenish the earth may be 
gleaned from the fact that when Canada was 
ceded to Great Britain in 1760 the French-

but 60,000. In 130 years this comparative hand- 
ful of people has increused to 3,800,000 without 
any aid from foreign Immigration. Tne Hon. 
Gideon Ouimel, ex-Prime Minister of the 
Province of Quebec and now Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, is the twenty-seventh 
chiid ofthe same father and mother. That 
this is nota phenomenal instance of prolif- 
icacy in Canada is shown by the existence of 
a well-designed rule in the French-Canadian 
parishes that the twenty-sixth child in a 
family is adopted and brought up dy the par- 
ish priest.

OUR NATION’S HONOR. 


The Speech of Ex-Consul Sewell at Bath, 
Me.

Barn, Me., Jan. 14.—Harold M. Sewell, late 
Consul to Samoa, left for Washington yester- 
day afternoon and hia trip is thought here to 
have considerable significance. In his speech 
at the presentation of a flag to the High School 
yesterday, he declared that the danger 
which threatens us is our lack of sensitive- 
ness regarding our nation’shonor. He said: 

If I were asked to namethe greatest dan- 


ger to the public I would not find it in any of 
those with which our campaign or- 
ators have made us familiar; not 
in ore trade or protection, 
— ceftralization nor States’ rights, for 
ou poe” are not 80 servile as to be ensiaved 
by the one nor so short-sighted as to permit 
the other to be carried to ruinous and absurd 
extremeg. Our danger ie not that we fall to 
properly conduct our affairs among our- 
selves, but that we fail to maintain a firm and 
becoming attitude toward other nations, that 
we want in proper national pride. Worthy 
of emulation is that spirit of military Europe 
which everywhere unfuris the country’s flag 
and ever hboilds it high before the = le. 
Worthy of emulation is that spirit which fos- 
ters national sensitiveness and jealousy of 
national honor, which teaches the people to 
resent the slightest stain upon it as they 
would upon their own . 

„Such a spirit we need among us to-day. 
But go with meto the distant islands of the 
Pacific, see as I have seen that flag humill- 
ated and dishonored, and you will come to 
realize that eternal vigilance is the price you 
must pay if you would have it respected, and 
— will learn to love itas you never have 

efore. When it ceases to be res abroad 
the mission of your ships is ne, and the 
ruin of your noble industry will be first to 
warn us ot our national decay. And is that 
flag respected now? ask the captains of Bath; 
ask Compton of the Haytien Repaplic; ask 
Adams at Samoa; ask the officers of our navy 
treated witb scorn and contempt in Chili an 
Peru, and they will tell you that there is nota 
flag of any civilized power which is respected 
leas than is ourown.

The Determination of the Negroes to Find 
Seats in the White Schools and the Op- 
position Thereto Nearly Results in Bleod- 
shed—The Creation of a New School 
District Selves the Problem—aAll Parties 
Batisfied. * 


The trouble between the colored people ot 
Upper Alton, III., and the School 
Board bas quieted down. The School 
Board settled the question by mak- 
ing a new school district, which embraces

The trouble arose over the refusal of the 
white people of the community to submit to 
the provisions of the State Constitution and 
the ruling of the Supreme Court and permit 
. the negro children to attend school and oo- 
cupy the same rooms with their own. It is a 
strange place for such a difficulty to 
arise, but it existed there, and there 
was serious danger that the trouble would not 
be settled without bloodshed, for the negroes 
stand oo their rights to attend the white 
schools, and the white people, even the ee 
citizens, armed themselves, determined to 
resist to the bitterest extremity the effort of 
the blacks to push their way in 

THE CONSTITUTION 

of Iliinois says that no person of school age 
shall be refused admission tothe schools on 
account of color, and under this provision 
mixed schools are maintained in Alton 

other parts of the State, but 
Upper Alton refuses to have them. 
A negro laborer named John Peair wanted his 
children to attend the white school, and made 
application for their admission, but was re- 
fused. In January, 1888, he brought suit in 
the Supreme Court to compel the School 
Board to admit his children, and the Supreme 
Court decided in his favor, but there was no 
money on deposit in the clerk’s office to pay 
forthe issuance of the writ, $75 being the 
lawful fee. 

When the present school year began there 
Was a compromise by which the negroes se- 
cured a separate school with a colored princi- 
paland one white and one colored teacher, 
and everything worked smoothly fora while. 
But in December the clerk’s fee was paid, the 
Supreme Court writ was issued and placed in 
the hands of the Sheriff. Trouble arose among 
the negroes. They éharged that they ha 
given Peair the money to pay for the writ 
soon after the case was decided and he used it 
to pay his taxes. That made Peair furious 
and he denounced bitterly the colored people 
who at such a time turned their abuse on him. 

Meanwhile the School Board, knowing that 
the writ was 

HANGING OVER THEIR HEADs, 
undertook to make the compromise perma- 
nent by forcing all the negro children in the 
district Into the negro school under the com- 
pulsory education act, and the result was the 
reverse of what they anticipated. All the 
children were withdrawn from the ‘‘Salu ad- 
dition’’ or colored school and demanded ad- 
mission to the white school. « 

The board was trying to effect another com- 

omise when the white people rose and said 
t did not matter what the School Board did, 

their children should not go to school with 
negroes. They were willing to build a school 
for the negroes, and to admit them to the 
High School when they were qualified, but 
they would make no other concessions. 

The negroes determined not to submit to 
this and lastW ednesday they marched twenty- 
five down to the white school and demanded 
admission. They were admitted to the build - 
ing, but when the first recess came and the pa- 
rents of the negro children had gone home, the 
white children ran them off the grounds. That 
day and night the negroes were loud in their 
denunciation of the whites and expressed 
freely their intention to force that fight. 

On Friday they appeared again at the school, 
and as the word had gone out that the 

ISSUE WAS TO BE MADE 

there was a large crowd present, both of 
whites and biacks, and the whites were 
armed andthe blacks carried razors. The 
local constables were there, too, to keep or- 
der. There were several married women, 25 
or 80 years of age, in the list of applicants, 
and they were excluded on account of age. A 
column of 200 or 300 started for the school, but 
tne constables refused to admit them on the 
ground that such acrowd could not properly 
be admitted. They kept away everyone ex- 
_ cept about twenty-five who wanted to attend 
the school. 

Prot. Powell, the principal, took these into 
a room to examine them us to their ft- 

, but he had to discontinue the examina- 
fiom because his confinement with these peo- 
Mle in one room made nim deathly sick. He 
p ised to call upon them at their own 
school and examine them when they notified 

him that they were ready for admission to the 
higher grades. 

Zhe negroes still continued to threaten vio- 
lence and Prof, Powell had to call for a guard 
to protect the school and the pupils. 

Prof. Pewell says that the display of one 
weapon in that crowd that assembled on Fri- 
day would have been the signal fora bloody 
and fearful riot. 

W. E. Telly, the principal of the negro 

School, bas resigned bis — because, he 
says, be can do nothing for the negroes. He 
says he carfaot get their parents to keep them 
free from vermin or take any care of them. 

The situation at Upper Alton was critical, 
indeed, until the trouble was settled by the 
creation of a new district.

A STARTLING REPORT. 


Glaring Irregularities in the Financial Ac- 
counts of Cleveland, O. 


. CLEVELAMS, O., Jan. 14.—A morning paper 
publishes a statement subm itted by an expert 
book-keeper, showing Irregularities in the 
old accounts of the city of Cleveland, amount- 
ing to about $8,000,000. Nearly all of this 
money was paid out by the city without the 
approval of the Council, although the laws of 
the State of Ohio distinotly require 
that the claim be included in the 
regular claim ordinance. The publica- 


tion creates great sensation. 
Nearly a year ago the Oity Council authorized 
the Board of Revision to examine the books 
relating to the city’s financial history. It was 
necessary in the prosecution of the work to 
look over the books in the City Treasurer’s 
office and the disclosures made were startling 
inthe extreme. These were hinted atin the 
— ot the experts to the Board of Revision. 
When the latter made their report to the 
Board of Vouncilmen, however, slight, ff any. 
reference was wade to them. The experts 
signed the report to the Board of Councilmen 
under protest. and only after it had represented 
to them that these irregularities had been 
investigated before. Last night Julius Lem- 
, One of the experts, sent the Counoil a 
mmunication asking that his name be 
loken from the record saying that he had 
been induced tosign thesame under false 
representations; thatthe former investiga- 
tion was not complete; that giaring irregu- 
larities had occurred and that if given access 
to the books again he would make full ex- 
— 1 free of cost to the city. Mr. Lem 
ck’s communication was referred back to 
him with the insinustion attached to it that 
he matter bad better be allowed to rest. 
fter the COounecll adjourned ex-Presi- 
dent Lembeok gaye the papers a com- 
lete statement of the irregularities 
urring durin the period named. It 
showed that $8,000,000 had been paid out with- 
out the approval of the council and ina most 
euliar manner. The entries upon the books 
ere all made ina misleading and uncertain 
way. The most startling feature of the re. 
rt, however, is a table 2 that $1,000, - 
boo or $2,000,000 were paid out and asserted to 
have been paid out without any entry in any 
book to show to whom the money was paid or 
_ for what purpose. A public meeting will 
probably be called to take action it the coun- 
_ il ignores the startling disclosures con- 
tained in the report.

HE remains of Rev. J. 

W. Johnson, late of 

Huntiagton, W. Va., passed 

through the city last even- 

ing going to Hannibal, Mo., 

for interment. Mr. John- 

son is a Methodist minister 

and a Mason. He had a 

church in Hannibal before he went to Hunt- 

ington to live anda brother and sister still 
live in Hannibal, 

Mr. Johnson’s death came about under pe- 
culiar circumstances. He was a candidate for 
initiation into the Royal Arch degree of Ma 
sonry at Huntington, and presented himself 
Friday evening at the a ppointed time. There 
had been two other candidates but one was 
absent. The other was an Episcopal minis- 
ter, Rev. W. F. Marshall. 

ONE FEATURE 
of the ritual occurs in what is known as the 
dark room. This is an apartment on the third 
floor. It is about 8 feet wide and 20 long. At 
one end is a window and at the other a door 
opening into the lodge-room proper, which Is 
lighted with electricity, In the middle of the 
little room is a three-foot trap which opens 
into a vault, oran arrangement like an ele- 
vator shaft. This vault extends from the 
ceiling of the second story to the floor, 
is some 8 feet square and walled 
up with wooden partition. It bas 
a depth of some 18 feet. In theceiling of the 
dark room is a hook, to which is fastened a 
a double block and tackle. The first biock is 
closé to the ceiling, while the second is near 
the floor and directly over the trap. A rope 
seven-eighths of an inch thick passed three 
times over the top block. It is attached to a 
ring abuvethe second block, the end being 
wrapped around similar to a hangman’s knot. 
Beneath the lower block hangs a short loop, 
through the end of which is passed a short 
stick or bar. 
THIS STICK IS STRADDLED 

by the candidate, hislegs hanging on either 
side, while he clutches the block with his 
hands and holds himself in position. He is 
then lowered into the vault by the members 
of the lodge who have hold of the other end 
of the rope which generally lies loosely piled 
upon the floor. The ceremony at this 
point is symbolic of the search in the 
ruins of King Solomon’s Temple. The 


vault represents the ruins, and the candl- 
date one ofaparty mekingthesearch. He 
déscends into the vault, and fndsin one 
corner a small box, whichis typical of the 
Ark ofthe Covenant. After this he is raised 
again to the dark room.“ Next foliows 
the lecture, during which is explained the 
ceremony he has just passed through, and 
the Biblical events it symbolizes. 
TRI ACOIDENT. 

It was about 10 o’ciock when the dark room 
was reached and arrangements for the final 
ceremony commenced. One of the members, 
Mr. Crider, had descended into the vault and 
made tbe usual preparations. He had been 
taken out. Rev. Mr. Marshall then went 
through the ordeal. 

Mr. Johnson was a tall, well-built man, 
weighing some 180 pounds. He had seated 
himself astraddle the bar and caught the block 
with his hands. Suddenly there was a whirfing 
sound. The end of the rope was seen to jerk 
loose from the ring about the block. 
Mr. Johnson disappeared. and an instant 
later was heard the dull sound with which he 
struck the hard floor of the vault, thirteen 
feet below. The members standing about the 
trap and holding the rope were 

ALMOST PARALYZED 

by the accident. Theircries brought the rest 
of the lodge to the apartment. One coil of 
the rope still remained over the upper 
block. With it Mr. Peyton, a slightly 
built gentleman, was lowered into the 
vault. Lights were brougnt and the unfort- 
unate preacber was found lying on his side at 
fulllength. He had struck on his left hip. 
Mr. Johnson was not unconscious, bat his deep 
roaning showed he was suffering the most 
ntense agony. A ladder was lowered, and 
with Mr. Peyton’s assistance he was enabled 
to slowly mount until ready hands could draw 
him put of the vault. He was carried to a 
stretcher, and Drs. R. D. Vickers and John D. 
Meyers summoned. 

r. Johnson was fatally hurt and died Sun- 
day morning after great suffering. A Union 
Memorial service was held Sunday evening 
in the Huntington Opera-house, attended by 
all the ministers of the olty.

The Chicago Board of Trade Opens War on 
Them. ‘ 


OHICAGO, III., Jan. 14.—President Baker of 
the Board of Trade, in his address preceding 
the bucket-shop discussion yesterday, said: 
„Wulle the press and the pulpit of Chicago 
are declaiming against gambling in Chicago, 
secluded places where cards are used, the 
courte of this State are holding wide open the 
doors ofthe dens of vice all over the land 


where betting !s carried on, based on quota- 
— which we furnish by judicial order. 

hese resorts are now established in nearly 
every village in the land, and their bigh- 
sounding names (in imitation of legitimate 
halis of commerce) with such attractive sur- 
roundings as their enormous ill-gotten gains 
enable them to maintain, is making gambling 
respectable in communities where sare 
an abomination. In our own and several 
other States laws have been enacted expressly 
to wipe out thie evil, but they have not been 
enforced. The efforts of this associasion, 
through its officers, to ceaseto be the feeder 
of these immoral Institutions by owning end 
controlling our quotations have been unsuc- 
cessful owing tothe decisions of an elective 
judiciary, who are unable to distinguish any 
difference between business and gambling. 
We seem then, to be left to our own resources, 
and after due and careful consideration, Iam 
in favor of the only remedy left us, though it 
may be heroic.’’ 

It was said by one speaker during the ensu- 
ing debate that the New York Produce Ex- 
change would furnish quotations for the 
pucket shops if the Chicago Board ceased, 
but the argument seemed ‘to carry little 
weight, and the resolution encouraging the 
directors to act was adopted.

SIMEON WHITELEY. 


Death of a Well-Known Editor and Influen- 
tial Politician. 


Racine, Wis., Jan. 14.—Simeon Whiteley, a 
Well-known and highly respected citizen of 
this city, died yesterday of paralysis. He was 
born in England and came to this country 
with his parents in 1842. In 1850 he entered the 
printing business in the Commercial Advertiser 
office in this city, afterward became connected 
with the Watertown Chronicle, the Old Oaken 
Bucket, at Madison, and the Aurora, (III.) 
Guardian. He took an active part in Illinois 
politics, and itis said to have been largely 
due to his efforts that Abraham 
Lincoln was nominated forthe Presidency. 
When Sumter was fired on be enrolled as a pri- 
vate in a battalion formed for the immediate 
defense of Washington under Cassius M. Clay. 
During the war Mr. Whiteley was compelled by 
ili health to decline two very honorable posi- 
tions and when Gen Cameron was appointed 
Minister to St. Petersburg, the only obstacle 
to Mr. Whiteley’s accompanying him was bis 
lack of proficiency in the French language. 

n 1863 he accepted the agency to the Grand 

te River Indians and removed to Denver. 

He afterwards engaged in the publication of 
the Commonwealth, the oldest daily paper in 
Colorado. When Colorado adopted the Con- 
ptitution, Mr. Whiteley returned to Racine. He 
never consented go the use of bis name for an 
elective office and the only appointment he 
ever made any personal fight to obtain was

The really important college re- 
gatta of the year will be where Columbia, 
Cornell, Princeton, Dartmouth, Amherst and 
the University of Pennsylvania struggle for 
championship honors.’’

WEIR WHIPPED. 


Murphy, After Being Badly Worsted, Ral- 
lied and Knocked Out the Spider. 


SAR FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 14.—Ike Weir, 
the Belfast Spider, feather-weight champion 
of the world, was knocked out before the 
California Athletio Ciub last night by Billy 
Murphy, feather-weight champion of Aus- 
tralia. It was a fight to a finish fora purse of 
$2,250. Before the battle President Fulda an- 
nounced that John L. Sullivan had agreed to 


fight Peter Jackson before the club for a purse 
of $15,000, and by a unanimous vote the club 
approved the proposition and authorized the 
Board of Directors to make the match. 

Weir weighed 12442 pounds and Murphy 118%. 
In the two opening rounds Weir done some 
very clever upper-cutting, with a rapidity 
that amuse and surprised the 
spectators. Weir continued to have the best 
of the fight, * only succeeding in get- 
ting in a few body biows during the first 
seven rounds, the Spider cleverly meeting all 
bis rushes. The Australian was bleeding 
freely. He fought savagely in 
eighth, but was nearly 
out by a right-hander on the chin, 
fighting was done in the next four rounds. 
Weir landed some telling right-hand swinging 
blows on the Australian’s left ear and jaw in 
the twelfth round and planted his right and 
left on Murphy’s eye as the latter attempted 
to rush him. Although Murphy’s eye was 
bleeding freely he rallied in this round and 
ps Weir through the‘ropes and around the 
ring. 

In the thirteenth round Murphy came up 
almost helpless, but surprised everybody by 
the flerceness with which he fought. With a 
right-hander on Weir’s head he staggered the 
Spider, and by swinging blows and upper 
cuts the Australian sent his antagonist to the 
floor. Twice Weir arose just in time to save a 
knock-out and struck freely at Murphy, only 
to be nocked down again. Both men 
were very groggy when they came up 
for the fourteenth round. Murphy 
led, Weir countered and then the Australian 
sent him to the floor. The Spider writhed in 
agony uutil time was called and then arose 
holding his left wrist, which he clalmed he 
had broken. Murphy freshened considerably 
and jumped nimbly out of the ring. He had 
received the more punishment of the two, 
Weir, beyond his swollen wrist and lips, 
showing no signs of the battle. His wrist was 
found to be sprained only. Both be and Presi- 
dent Fulda think Murphy hit him in the wind 
in the th:rteenth round and this sickened him 
so that -he was unable to withstand the Aus- 
tralian’s blows on the head.

Some of the collectors of the Finance Com- 
mittee report that there is a general belief in 
certain quarters that the subscription list bas 
been closed, and that contributions will no 
longer aid the candidacy of this city. 
This supposition is entirely erroneous, 
as money isas much or more needed now 
as it was when the subscriptions were first 
opened. The fact that the documents per- 
taining tothe World's Fair are now in the 
hands of the Senate committee should not 
cause St. Louisans to forget that there is such 
a thing as the House of Representatives, and 
that the two houses will, during the first part 
of the contest at least, act independly of each 
other. The amount of the guarantee fund 
will, it is believed, play a much more im- 
portant figure in the House than in the 
Senate, and the Finance Committee believe 
that St. Louis can fully equal New York 
and far surpass Chicago, if the pronperty- 
owners and rich corporations will only do 
half as well asthe wholesale and retail mer- 


chants. ;
